CUSTOMS NOT NOW VALUABLE. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Foreign Office at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon was still without offi- 
| chal news from Venezuela. The offi- 
cials were glad to hear of the release 
of the British subjects, but were un- 
able to express any opinions on the 
Press dispatches except to say that 
they presumed they were correct. 

In connection with the reported 
seizure of thé Venezuelan customs, the 
Foreign Office officials say that ar- 
rangements for that step have not 
been completed. Before any general 
seizure could occur, Germany, Great 
Britain and other nations would have 
to come tO an agreement for a pro 
rata division and adjustment of their 
respective claims, similar to that ar- 
rived at by the allies in China, ex- 
cept that the La Guayra customhouse 
may possibly have been seized as a 
purely military measure. Though the 
seizure of the customhouses will take‘ 
place eventually, it is pointed out, that 
while hostilities are jin progress, the 
eustoms, as a fiscal institution, are 
practically valueless. 

IN THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons today Un- 
der Foreign Secretary Cranborne con- 
firmed the reports of the capture of 
three Venezuelan vessels at La 
Guayra, and the disablement of a 
fourth vessel, without resistance, and 
also confirmed the capture of the 
Venezuelan gunboat Bolivar at Port 
of Spain, Trinidad. Two of the prizes, 
he added, were sunk. 

The Under Secretary also said that 
the release of the British subjects ar- 
rested at Caracas had been demanded, 
but up to that time the government had 
not been informed that the demand had 
been complied with. The govern- 
ment has no official information of the 
reported arrest of the British Consul at 
Caracas. The latest information re- 
ceived was that he left La Guayra 
yesterday evening. The British sub- 
jects arrested had not been harmed.

NEWFOUNDLAND TREATY. 
TARIFF AND FREE LISTS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain regarding commercial relations 
between the United States and New- 
foundiand has been made public. The 
treaty ig as follows: 

Article I. United States fishing ves- 
sels éntering the waters of Newfound- 
land shall have the privilege of pur- 
chasing herring, caplin, squid and 
other bait fishes at all times, on the 
same terms and conditions and subject 
to the same penalties as Newfound- 
land vessels, They shall also have 
the privilege of touching and trad- 
ing, buying and selling fish and oil 
and procuring supplies in Newfound- 
land, cénf$rming to the harbor regu- 
lations, but without charge other than 
the t of such light harbor and 
customs duties es ure or may be levied 
on Newfoundland fishing ves*e!s.

“WASHINGTON, Dec. 10, 1901.—In 
case the German government should 
be obliged to use cvercion against 
Venezueia in connection with the pend- 
ing .claime, it will have to De consid- 
ered what kind of measures should be 
epplied: 

“The most important measure of co- 
ercion—that is, the blockade of Vene- 
zuelan harbors—would have to be car- 
ried through without a declaration of 
war preceding it. The blockade would, 
therefore, be a biockade. Such 
‘a blockade would touch likewise the 
ships of the neutrel powers, inasmuch 
as such ships, although a confiscation 
of them would not have to be consid- 
ered, would have to be t@rned away 
and prohibited until the biockade 
should be raised.

DIES IN OAKLAND. 

AN INTERESTING LOS ANGELES 

CHARACTER NO MORE. 
— 
Widow of the Late Millionaire L. L. 
Bradbury, and Owner of Valuable 


Property Here and Elsewhere—Ster- 
ling and Able Business Woman. 


Mrs. Simona M. Bradbury. widow of 
the late millionaire of Los Angeles, L. 
L. Bradbury, died at her Oakland home 
Wednesday afternoon. Her death had 
been expected for some time, and all 
her children, with the possible excep- 
tion of one daughter, who is a suf- 
ferer ntal disorders, were with 
her at the tifme of her death. 

A little less than a year ago Mrs. 
Bradbury was stricken with an illness 
at her mansion in Los Angeles. Hill 
and Court streets,which developed later 
‘Into organic heart disease. When she 
realized a few months ago that her 
Psa was approaching she expressed a 
desire to be removed to her early 
home in Oakland, where she had first 
resided with her husband on their re- 
moval from Mexico, about 1880, and 
near where his remains are interred. 

Deceased leaves six children—two 
sons, John Bradbury and Louis Brad- 
bury, who has recently come of age, 
and four daughters, Simonita, the eld- 
est; Rosa, wife of James Winston of 
this city; Minnie, wife of Col. L H. 
Polk of this city, and Louise. 

The passing of Mrs. Bradbury re- 
moves a unique and interesting char- 
acter, and one which had been closely 
associated with the business history 
of Los Angeles for some years. 

She was @ native of the State of 
Sinaloa, Mex., where she was born 
about fifty-six years ago. She was 
married to L. L. Bradbury, a Yankee 
from Maine, who was «emgaged in the 
merchandise business in Oregon be- 
fore he went to Mexico, near Rosario, 
Sinaloa, while he was developing the 
rich Tajo mine, in which he owned a 
large interest. There the children were 
| born, and a large portion of the Brad- 
bury fortune accumulated. 

About 1880 the family removed to 
Oakland, and about five years later to 
this city, Mr. Bradbury coming south 
to find relief from asthn’f, from which 
he Was a great sufferer. The present 
Bradbury homestead at Hill and Court 
streets was erected at that time. 

At his death in July, 1892, Mr. Brad- 
bury left an estate of several millions, 
a third of which fell to his wife. In 
his will she was made one of the 
executrices and a trustee tinder the 
trust created by it. and has been the 
main manager of the large affairs of 
the estate ever since. Her chief as- 
sociate in the business of the estate 
has been Judge John D. Bicknell of 
this city. Though ignorant of the Eng- 
lish language and of American business 
methods, when she came to this coun- 
try, she is said to have developed a 
marked business ability and grasp of 
general affairs. 

In 1893, with her co-executors, she 
constructed the Bradbury Block at the 
corner of Broadway and Third streets, 
one of the finest buildings in the city. 
and later, out of her own means, erected 
the Tajo building at Broadway and 
First street, in which the Federal 
courts are now temporarily located. 

The estate which she leaves is very 
valuable, and consists, beside the in- 
terests-in this city, of large land hold- 
ings in Oakland, Stockton and near 
Duarte, 
Tajo mi 

By her chief business associate Mrs. 
Bradbury is spoken of as having been 
‘@ woman of steriing character and 
marked ability. She contributed gen- 
erously to charitable purposes, espect- 
ally in Catholic circles, as she was a 
staunch member of the Catholic church. 

Arrangements for the funeral have | 
not yet been made public. Her sons- 
in-law, James Winston, her agent here, 
and ‘ol.. Polk, were telegraphed for 
and left yesterday for Oakland.

Famous Emperors of China. 
Tt ts easy to see that the Empress of China

The 
Empress Dowager has a slight goitre She

She was a concubine 
in the harem of the Emperor Hsein Fung. 
and she bore him his only son. the Emperor 
Tung Chih. She was then elevated to the 
rank of empress of the Western Palace, her 
sister, who was the first wife of the Emperor, 
being empress of the Eastern Palace. The 
two sisters were very much attached, and 
were made first regents of the Emperor Tung 
Chih. In 1881 the first empress regent died. 
The nuntber of women in the tmperial harem 
is not precisely known. The Emperor in- 
epects the daughters of the Manchu families 
at certain intervals, and chooses those he 
likes. They remain in the harem ti!!! they are 
25, and then return to their families tf they 
have not borne children.

PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 


Ten Years Has Made Made Great Changes 
in Dixie Land—An Enormous Stride 
in Business. 

{Galveston News:] It is shown that 
between 1880 one 1990 the population 
of the South increased from 16,369,960 
to 23,548,404, or 44 per cent., but in the 
same period southern agricultural, 
manufactured, and mineral products 
increased im value from $1,134,586,229 to 
$2,844,646,440, or 157 per cent. Farm 

values grew from $2,290,364,321 to §$3,- 
961,631. - Farming is improving, as 
is shown by the fact that, while the 
acreage in wheat increased in the two 
decades but 12 per cent. the crop. in- 
creased 82 per cent. The average aed 
acre is nearly two bushels higher t 
the average for the whole coun “3 
The corn, hay and oat crops about 
doubled, and the cotton output in- 
creased over 99 per cent. The value of 
the crop of cotton in 1900, seed in- 
cluded, was $550,000,000. The rice and 
sugar crops much more than doubled, 
and the product of southern tobacco Is 
18 per cent. of that of the entire Union. 
The rural population is accordingly 
fairly prosperous, and its gain in num- 
bers between 1890 and 19900 was much 
larger than that of ail the rest of the 
United States. 

In 1880 there were 161 cotton fac- 
tories; in 1900 there were 400. Between 
1890 and 1900 the South gained. 2,747,839 
cotton spindles, against a gain of but 
2,172,410 in the North. In the same 
peried the capitel in cotton manufac- 
turing increated from $52,900,000 to 
$124,000,000. But oil mills, 
rolling mills, furniture, and other 
wood-working milis have also sprung 
up as if by magic. An epftome of Ahe 
manufactures of the South shows 92,522 
manufacturing establishments in 1900, 
with a capital of $1,111,688,852, against 
43.7% establishments in 18*0, with a 
capital of $251,692,038. The value. of 
product has grown from  $445,572,461 
to $1,419.001,873. The mining output in 
1900 was $115,252,163, against $1.,807,.646 
in 1882. The lumber industry has alse 
increased phenomenally. 

This industrial progress has resulted 
largély from the expansion of the 
railway systeme and the improvement 
of harbor facilities. Southern ports have 
increased their export ts since 1880 by 
99.5 per cent., this being a sequel of 
the increase of southern railway 
mileage from 121,612 miles to 62,594 
miles, a growth of 143 per cent., against 
a growth of but 98 per cent. in the rest 
of the Union.

Famous Gold Nuggets. 

One of the discoverers of the cele- 
brate] “Welcome nugget” died re- 
cently. The party that found it num- 
bered twenty-four. The splendid mass 
of gold was found at a depth of 180 
feet under Bakery Hill, Ballarat, Aus- 
tralia. ite original owners sold it in 
Ballarat for $52,500, and its new pos- 
gessors reaped a large harvest by ex- 
hibiting it in Melbourne and London 
before finally disposing of it to the 
Bank of England. It was melted in 
London in 1559. There were very few 
foreian eiements in it, the assay show- 
ing upward of 99 per cent. of pure 
gold. 

There is a monster gold nugget ly- 
ing at the bottom of the Atlantic. It 
was shipped from Santo Domingo to 
the King of Spain 400 years ago as a 
tangible proof of the value of Colum- 
bus'’s discovery, but was lost,in a 
storm, together with «30,000 ounces of 
sifaliler golden specimens. 

Not the most valuable, but one of 
the moet beautiful in appearance, of 
Austrajian., nugects was the ‘Victo- 
rian,” found in White Horse gully, 
Bendigo. It Was purchased by the 
Parliament -of Victoria for $8260 and 
Presented to the late Queen Victoria. 

A jucky find was the “Heron nug- 
get.” turned up at Mount Alexander, 
Victoria, by a couple of young Eng- 
lishm<«n who had been only three months 
in Australia. They returned to Bng- 
land immediately and sold it for $20,- 
409 


One of the biggest nuggets was found 
in the Ural Mountains, Russia, No- 
vermber 7, 1842, at a depth of nine 
fect. It weighed ninety-six pounds, 
and was valued at  $23,845.—[ Detroit 
Free Presse. |

Koepfli Family on ite Derailed 


“Lord,” ejaculated J. Keépal 
with a jong-drawn sigh, “Lord, bulwe 
are thankful to get back to Los An- 
geles alive.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Koepfi and little 
daughter had just stepped from the 
wrecked “California Limited.” which 
arrived at La Gra station a day 
overdue, at 9:30 yesterday morning. 
The trio had received the cordial or 
j loving greetings of half a dozen 
anxious relatives and friends. Koepfil 
is a member of the firm of Bishop & 
Co., and with his family has. been on 
a twenty months’ tour of the Old 
World. 

Koepfii tells an interesting story of 
the derailing and demolition of the 
“limited” at Rothville, Mo., about noon 
last Monday. Twenty of the survivors 
arrived on yesterday's overdue train, 
which was made up at Kansas City. Of 
the forty passengers aboard at the 
time of the wreck, quite a number de- 
ferred the continuance of their journey 
to rest up their nerves, and others - 
were distributed along the route. Mast 
of them are tourists or settlers from 
the Middle West, and none were se- 
verely injured. Congressman-elect 
Loud of Michigan, who was in the 
wreck, left the train at Pomona, where 
he will visit his father and. brother. 
The Koepfiis occupied a drawing-room 
and were the only residents of this 
eity aboard the wrecked train. 

“I tell you, we are glad to get 
home,” said Koepfil, like a man that 
meant it. “We have spent twenty 
months abroad on pleasure bent, but 
for my part I can say that this mo- ~ 
ment of landing here is the most de- 
licious im all that time. it seemed as 
if events conspired to threaten our 
arriving in safety. ‘Coming acroses the 
Atlantic we experienced, a terrific se- 
ries of storms. Then our course ‘to 
Chicego over the Pennsylvania was 
erratic and troublous. Coming west 
from Chicago I could not heip, but fear 
that something destined inter- 
vene and: prevent p gettin ta 
Iitnois a serious wreck of a cattle 
train delayed us six hours.

The letter as recorded at the trial, 
was as follows: 

HOOKSTOWN (Baltimore County.) 

March 27, 1865. 

Dear John: Was business #0 impor- 
tant that you could not remain in Bal- 
timore till I saw you? I came in as soon 
as I could, but found you had gone to 
W—n. I called al to see Mike, but 
learned from his “mother he had gone 
out with you, and had not returned. 1 
concluded, therefore, he had. gone with 
you. How inconsiderate you have been! 
When I left you, you stated we wouid 
not meet in a month or so. Therefore. 
I made application for employment, an 
answer to which I shall receive during 
the week. I told my parents I had 
ceased with you. Can I, then, under 
existing circumstances, come as you 
request? You know full that the G—t 
suspicions something is going on there; 
therefore, the undertaking is becom- 
ing more complicated. Why not, for the 
present, desist, for various reasons, 
which, if you look into, you can reau- 
ily see, without my making any men- 
tion thereof? 

SUSPICIONS AROUSED. 

You, nor anyone, can censure me for 
my present course. You have been its 
cause, for how can I now come after 
telling them I had left you? Suspicion 
rests upon me now, for my whole fam- 
ily. and even tles in. the county. I 
will be compelled to leave my home 
anyhow, and how soon, I care not. 
None, no not one, were more in favor 
of the enterprise than myself, and to- 
day would be there, had you not done 
as you have—by this I mean. manner 
of pfoceeding. I am, as you weil know, 
in need.

APPROVAL OF SENTENCE. 

When the commission found Ar- 
nold guilty he was sentenced to im- 
prisonment at hard labor for life at such 
place as the President should direct, 
President Johnson apvoroved the find- 
ings of the commission in regard to the 
execution of Herold, Atzeredt, Payne 
and Mrs, Surratt, and of imprisonment 
for the others, in the following words: 

“The foregoing sentences in. the cases 
of David E. Herold, G. A. Atzerodt, 
Lewis Payne, Michael O’Laughlin. Ed- 
ward Spangler, Samuel Arnold. Mary 
FE. Surratt and Samuel A. Mudd, are 
hereby approved, and it is ordered that 
the sentences of said David E. Herold, 
G. A. Atzerodt, Lewis Payne and Mary 
E. Surratt be carried into execution 
by the proper military authority. wn- 
der the direction of the Secretary of 
War, on the 7th @ay of July, 1865, be- 
tween the hours of 10 o'clock a.m. and 
2 o'clock p.m. of that day. It is fur- 
ther orderéd that the prisoners, Samuel 
Arnold, Samuel A. Mudd. Edward 
Spangler and Michael O'’Laughlin he 
confined at hard labor in the niten- 
lary at Albany. N. Y..° during the 
period designated in their respective 
sentences.”’

CONFEDERACY EXONERATED. 
During his story, Arnold takes upon 
his own shoulders, in conjunction with 
Booth, Atzerodt, Payne. O' Laughlin, 
Herold, Surratt and Spangler, the en- 
tire responsibility of a number of plots 
to abduct or Kidnap President Lin- 
colin, and he exonerates from all com-. 
plicity in thése plots, or in the assas- 
sination, which he described as but the 
Product of a few hours, the Confeder- 
ate States goverfiment, or its higher 
officials. During the trial the prose- 
ecution endeavored to bring out state- 
ments to that end, and the early his- 
tories of Lincoin and of his untimely 
end give wide credence to this theory. 
In that portion of “The Life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln,” by Joseph H. Harrett, 
Commissioner of Pensions, published in 
1865 dealing with the death of Lincoln, 
the trend of the opinions of that time 
in government circles in Washington 
is probably as well shown as any- 
where else. A portion of this publica- 
tion it as follows: 

“The assassination of Abraham L'in- 
colin was the culmination of a series 
of fiendish schemes undertaken in the 


pris- 


ald of an infamous rebellion. It was 
the deadly flower of the rank and 
poisonous weed of treason. The guid- 


Ing and impelling spirits of secession- 
ist nerved and aimed the blow struck 
by the barbarous and cowardly  .a- 
sassin, who stole up-from behind to 
surprise his victim, and brutally mur- 
dered him in the privacy of his box, 
and in the presence of his wife.” 

Lar@e rewards were speedily offer-a 
for the capture of the chief assassin 
and of his principal known accom- 
plices, Atzerodt and Herold. The vil- 
lain, who attempted the murder of 
Mr. Seward was first arrested—giving 
his name as Payne. Booth and his 
companion, Herold, were traced 
through the counties of Prince Georges, 
Charles and St. Marys, Md., anda 
finally across the Potomac, in King 
George and Caroline counties, in Vir- 


ginia. 
FOUND IN A BARN. 

They had crossed the Rappahannock 
at Port Conway, and had advanced 
some distance toward Bowling Green. 
By the aid of information obtained 
from negroes, and from a rebel 
paroled prisoner, they were finally 
found in a barn on a Mr. Garrett's 
place early in the morning of the 26th 
of April. when Herold surrendered. 
Rooth, defiant to the last. was shot by 
Sergt. Boston Corbett of the cavalry 
force in pursuit of the fugitives. and 
lived but a few hours, ending his life 
in miserable agony. In leaping from 
the tox of the theater he had broken 
a bone of his leg. impeding his flight 
and producing intense suffering dur- 
ing the eleven days of his wanderings. 
In addition to the arrests of Payne 
and Herold, were those of Atzerodt, 
O’Laughiin, Spangler, an employé at 
Fora’s Theater: Dr. Mudd, who har- 
bored Booth the day after the as- 
aaseination, set the broken bone of 
hie leg, and helped him on his way:

MRS. SURRATT’S CASE. 
FUTILE EFFORT TO SAVE HER. 
Great interest has always centered 

about the case of Mrs. Mary E. Sur- 
Tatt, and there are many firm believers 
in her innocence of any criminal know!- 
edge congerning the a ssination plot. 
In years after, th@ close of the ‘war, 
when the bittefness of that great strife 
had passed away, much publicity was 
given her case from time to time, and 
many of those who were connected 
with the trial in official capacity were 
made the centers of attack. 

John P. Brophy, who was at the time 
of the trial an instructor at &t. 
Aloysius’ College, in Washington, had 
an interesting experience in endeavor- 
ing to aid Mrs. Surratt. After her 
conviction for complicity in the mur- 
der, Weichman, who boarded in_ her 
house, and was the chief witness 
against her, came to him and said 
that in spite of all he had sworn to, 
he thoroughly believed Mrs. Surratt 
was _ innocent of all knowledge of the 
plof against the President, until after 
its actual consummation. Mr.*Brophy 
deemed Weichman’s statement so im- 
portant that he reduced it to writing 
and sent it to President Johnson, as at 
least worthy of investigation. 

To his communication he got No re- 
ply, but on the night before the exe- 
ecution he received from the War De- 
partment a permit to visit Mrs. Sur- 
ratt in the arsenal, where, with the 


three other condemned prisoners, she 
was confined. Mr. Brophy had no 
asked for any such permit, and he 


has always supposed that Mrs, Sur- 
ratt heard of his action in her behalf 
and. herself made the request, that he 
be allowed to see her. | 

MET MRS. SURRATT. 


Mr. Brophy went to the arsenal. Mrs. 


future time, when the passions of the 
war were cvoled, the task of clearing 
her name of the crime for which she 
then stood condemned, and of which she 
earnestly protested her innucence. This 
Mr. Brophy promised to do. After 
leaving her he went to sce Lewis Payne 
Powell, known throughout the conspir- 
acy as Lewis Payne. Powell, who was 
the son of a Florida clergyman, was, 
after Booth, the flercest and mest 
bloodthirsty of al. the conspirators. He 
retained to the last the stoical cynicism 
which he had shown from the first. In 
this mood Mr. Brophy found him a few 
hours before he was hanged. 
To his own impending fate he told 
Mr. Brophy he was utterly indifferent. 
He had played his part in the tragedy 
and was ready to take the consequences 
of an abt which he in no way regrettea. 
But when he spoke of Mrs. Surruatt 
all trace of affectation disappeared. 
That woman, he protested by all that 
he held most sacred, was ‘as innocem 
of the plot against Mr. Lincoln as the 
child unborn, ~»well’'s manner was so 
earnest and sc™ onvincing that it made 
a profound impression upon Mr. Bro- 


phy. 

lt was now about 9 o'clock in the 
morning. The execution was to take 
place between 11 a.m. and 1 p.m. Mr. 
Brophy from Powell's cell, hurried 
straight to Gen. Hartranft, afterwara 
Governor of Pennsylyanie, and then the 
provost marshal general in having full 
charge of the execution. He earnestiy 
besought Gen. Hartranft to go to Pow- 
ell and hear what he had to say. This 
Gen. Hartranft did, and came back 
impressed quite as Mr. Brophy had 
been. 

“Il will furnish you an army con- 
veyance «and swift horses,” he said. 
‘Take it and drive like mad to the 
White House, and give the President 
this note. I will delay the execution 
until the last moment, or until I hear 
from you definitely and positively what 
the President's answer 

PLEA FOR REPRIEVE. 

The note was a strong plea for a re- 
prieve for. Mrs. Surratt. With it in his 
pocket Mr. Brophy drove on a gallop to 
the White House. Here, about the first 
person he saw was Miss Anna Surratt, 
daughter of the condemned woman, 
who for hours had been at the Execu- 
tive Mansion trying to get access to the 
President to plead for her mothers 
life. 

Two men barred the way to all who 
wished to get at President Johnson. 
These were Preston King and Gen. 
James Lane. President Johnson was 
suspected of-having a vacillating nature 
and those who believed that justice had 
been done in the conviction of the con- 
spirators did not want an appeal to the 
weak side of the Presidengs character 
to succeed. 

Mr. Brophy tried to get past the 
guards, but tried in vain. He tried to 
get Gen. Hartranft's note sent in to the 
President. 

In that also he failed. After nearly 
an hour's delay he was no nearer doing 
his errand of life and death than when 
he first arrived. His own half-dis- 
tracted frame of mind was intensified 
by the frantic entreaties of Miss Sur- 
ratt, who, sobbing and choking with 
grief, was clinging to him and begging 
him to do something: 

But what cou'd be do? In every ave- 
nue that led toward the President there 
was a gleaming bayonet and behind 
the bayonet the stern, bronzed face of 
& soldier. Mr. Brophy was at the verge 
of despair when suddenly a fine car- 
ris@e came dashing v> to the White 
House entrance. and out of it hurried 
a richly dressed and. strikingly hand- 
soine woman, the  beautifu’ Mre. 
Stephen A, Douglas, wife of Lincoln's 
old-time rival out in Illinois, the Little 
Giant.

She came out of 
it with bitter, hopeless disappointment 
in her every feature and every move- 
ment. She looked at the convulsed, tear- 
stained face of the young girl whose 
mother's life was trembling in the bal- 
ance, and could only shake her head.

THE FINAL FAILURE. 

Past the bayonets, past the guards, 
she once more forced her way to the 
President's presence. But she had pre- 
dicted truly wher she ecaid that it was 
of little use. There was no vacillation In 
Johnson now. He firmly and positively 
refused to intervene. The statement of 
Weichman, he said, had come to him. 
It was wholly without weight. With 
this reply Mrs. Douglas came back. 

“We have done what we could, Miss 
Surratt,”’ said Mr. Brophy to the half- 
dazed girl. ‘Come with me if you would 
see your mother again while she lives.” 

So into the army carriage waiting 
at the door Miss Surratt and Mr. 
Brophy got and again there was a 
mad gallop throvgh the Washington 
streets. They were all but deserted. For 
all of Washington at that hour there 


was just one magne!-—-the arsenal, 
whére Lincoln's murder was to be 
avenged. 


The crowd that surged around the 
building reached blocks away and was 
‘Impenetrable. Mr. Brophy’s carriage 
was brought up sharply at its outer 
border. It was a complete hiockade. 
There was no budging an inchs 

eantime, the minutes were flying. 
The time which would mark the limit 
when mother and daughter never would 
meet again this side of the grave war 
clove at hand. For Miss ‘Surratt and 
her companion it “as a»moment @f 
agony as trying as the leng wait at 
the President's door. Once more it 
seemed a case for sheer despair and 
once more a carriage came dashing up 
to the rescue. 

A TEAR-STAINED FACE. 

There was a_ clattering of horses’ 
hoofs, and when Mr. Brophy turned in 
the direction from which it came he 
eaw a guard of cavalry’ galloping on 
each side of a swiftly-approaching car- 
riage, in which appeared the hand- 
some soldierly face of Gen. Hartranft, 
then the general in command at Wash- 
ington. The general saw the confusion 
about Brophy’s carriage. recognized 
the army vehicle. and saw the tear- 
stained, distracted face of a woman. 

He brought his cavalcade to an in- 
stant halt. Then he left his own car- 
riage, walked to that of Miss Surratt, 
and hat in hand and with the chivalrous 
dignity wich sat so well upon him, 
asked what tir trouble was and what 
he could do. Mr. Brophy ‘briefly ex- 

Jained that it was Miss Surratt try- 
ng to speak to her mother once more 
on earth. The soldier's face flushed and 


thing very like tears in his eyes as he 
grasped the pathetic situation. 

“Poor child.” he said, gently, and 
then beckoned an officer to him and 
gave to him an order. Then he returned 
to his own carriage and the squadron 
of cavalry formed about both carriages. 
A lane through the crowd was quickly 
cut, and Migs Surratt reached the ar- 
senal and her mother's side in time to 
bid her a last good-by. 

After the execution Miss Surratt went 
to live with Mr. and Mrs. Rrophy, and 
was married from their house some 
years afterward. 

SOME AFTER EFFECTS. 

When Gen. Hancock, was a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
Presidency many Southern delegates 
opposed him. believing that he had been 
harsh in his measures in reference 
to Mrs. Surratt. Mr. Brophy went to 
Gen. Hancock's friends and volunteered 
to make a statement of the general's 
action @bove related, as well as of the 
fact that on the morning of the execu- 
tion the general had posted a mounted 
cavalryman on every block bétween the 
arsenal and the White House, with or- 
ders to bear a reprieve, in case one 
came for Mrs. Surratt, in relays and 
at top speed to Gen, Hartranft. With 
the publication of this statement 
southern opposition to Gen. Hancock 
ceased, \ 

Mrs. Surratt was a Catholic, and 
when Gen. Hartranft ran for Gover- 
nor of Pennsylvania, the fact that he 
was the provost marshal general in 
Washington at the time of the execu- 
tion was used in an effort to unite 
Catholie opposition to him. Mr, 
Brophy was on a lecturing tour in 
Pennsylvania at the time and his nar- 
ration of the incident of the note to 
President Johnson and =the delayed 
execution did much to break down 
this particular scheme on the part of 
the general's opponents. 

A curious climax to the story of that 
tragic morning in Washington is the 
fact that Preston King, one of the 
men who headed off those who would 
have pleaded with the President for 
Mrs. Surratt, committed suicide by fill- 
ing his pockets full of shot and jump- 
ing off a North River ferryboat in New 
York, while the other, Gen. Lane, com- 
mitted suicide by blowing out his 
brains somewhere in ‘a western State.

I was introduced to him, 
and this was my first acquaintance 
with O’Laughiin. 

In a short time wine was called for 
by Booth, and we drank and freely con- 
versed together about the war, the 
present condition of the South, and in 
regard to the non-exchange of prison- 
ers. Booth then spoke of the abduction 
or kidnaping of the President, saying 
if such could be accomplished, and the 
President taken to Richmond and heid 
as a hostage, he thought it would bring 
about an exchange of prisoners. H-«# 
said the President frequently went to 
the Soldiers’ Home, alone and unguar i- 
ed, that he could be easily captured on 
one of these visits and carried to the 
Potomac, boated across the river and 
conveyed to Richmond. : 

These were the ideas advanced hy 
Booth, and he alone was the moving 
spirit. After a debate of sometime, 
and his pointing out its feasibility, and 
being somewhat under the effects of 
wine, we consented to join hini in rhe 
enterprise. We alone comprised the 
entire party to this scheme at tht 
time as far as my knowledge extend:. 
We separated that afternoon and I 1e- 
turned to my brother's home, near 
Hookstown, Kaltimore county, Md. 
Booth stated that he would leave tur 
New York the next day to wind up 
his affairs, and make over his proper'y 
to different members of his family, re- 
serving enough to carry out his pro- 
jected scheme, and would soon return. 

HAD LARGE INCOME. ~— 

Booth said he would furnish all the 
necessary materials to carry out the 
project. He showed me the different 
entries In his diary, of what his e- 
gagements paid him in his profession, 
and | judge from what i have heurt 
his income .therefrom to have been 
from $25,000 to $30,000. He also informed 
me that he owned property in the oil 
regions of Pennsylvania and Boston, 
He was taken sick while at home, and 
upon his recovery he arranged his busi- 
ness and went to the oil regions, from 
which place he wrote me, enclosing $20 
for expenses, requesting me to look 
areund and pick out a horse for him. 

This was ail the money 1 ever re- 
ceived from Booth, er any other per- 
son in connection with the undertak- 
ing. He went from the oil regions to 
Canada, and shipped his wardrobe to 
Nassau, as he afterward informed me. 
Booth returned to Baltimore sometime 
in November or December, 1864. He 
had purchased, whilst north, some 
arms to defend himself in case of pur- 
suit; viz.: two carbines, three pairs 
of revolvers, three knives and two pairs 
of handcuffs. Fearful that the weight of 
his trunk might attract attention he 
asked me to take part of them, which 
I did, and sent them to him by ex- 
press to Washington. 

A short time after his return from 
Canada to Baltimore, he went to the 
lower counties of Maryland, bordering 
on the Potomac, as he _ said, for the 
purpose of purchasing horses and boats. 
I met him in Baltimore in January, I 
think, at which time he purchased the 
horse that I had selected for him. He 
also purchased a buggy and harness, 
and said that all was completed and 
ready to work. I informed my parents 
that I was in the oil business with 
Booth, to prevent them from knowing 
the true cause of my association with 
Booth, O'’Laughlin and [I drove the 
buggy to Washington. This was some- 
time in the latter part of December, 
rg or’ the early rt of January, 


EARLY PREPARATIONS. 

We left the horse at Nailor’s livery 
stable, on the Avenue, near Thirteenth 
Street, and we went to the Rullman’s 
Hotel (kept by Lichau) on Pennsy)- 
Vania avenue. We remained there a 
few days and then went to Mitchell's 
Hotel, near Grover's Theater, and re- 
mained a few days. We went from 
there and rented a room from Mrs. Van 
Tyne, 420 D street, and obtained our 
meals at the Franklin Hotel, at the 
corner of D and Eighth streets. We 
remained there, off and on, until March 
20, 1865, during which time I frequently 
went to Baltimore—nearly every Satur- 
day. O'’Laughliin, as a general thing, 
went and. returned with me on these 
visits, 

When in Baltimore I remained at 
my father's home, When in Washing- 
ton I spent most of nf¥ time at Ruli- 
man's Hotel (kept by Lichau) on Penn- 


syivania avenue, at which place 
Laughlin and myself had ac- 
quaintances, 


The President having ceased visiting 


the Soldiers’ Home, Booth proposed a * 


plan to adbuct him from the theater by 
carrying him off the stage by the 
back entrance, place him in a buggy 
which he was to have in attendance, 
and during the confusion which would 
be produced by the turning off of the 
gas, make good our escape. I objected 
to such an arrangement, and plainly 
pointed out its utter impracticability, 
and told Booth it could not be accom- 
plished. He would listen to no argu- 
ment I could bring forth, and seemed 
resolved in carrying out this mad 
scheme. He endeavored to obtain a 
man from New York to turn off the 
gas. In this he failed—so he informed 
me, 

This was in the latter part of Janu- 
ary, or the early part of February, 1*t» 
Booth at tris time was stopping at the 
National Hotel. About this time I 
called at his room, accompanied by 
Laughlin, and upon entering was in- 
troduced to Surratt under the name, I 
think, of Cole. This woe about 10 or 
Il o'clock in the morning, and Booth 
was still in bed. This was the first 
time I ever met Surratt. Surratt feft 
a few moments after we came in, and 
Booth informed us that he was one of 
the parties engaged in the abduction, 
and that his name was Surratt. 

A MOTHER'S DREAMS. 

About this time Booth told me he 
had received a letter from_his mother, 
in which ehe stated that she had fear- 
ful dreams about him. She sent his 
brother, Junius Brutus, to Washing- 
ton, to perruade him to come home, so 
Booth told me. Booth told me that he 
did not wigh his brother to know how 
many horses he had, as he knew that 
his brother would ask for an explana- 
tion ag to why he kept so many. He 
asked me then to go down to Cleaver's 
stable, and I did so. He told Mr. 
Cleaver that I had purchased the horse 
and he was turned over to me. 

About a week afterward i went to 
the stable, paid the livery on the horse, 
and le him up to the corner of D 
and FEmnghth streets, and turned -him 
over either to O’Laughilin or Booth. I 
never saw the horse afterward. Booth 
afterward repaid me for the board of 
the horse. 

Booth was absent from the city of 
Washington for the best part of the 
month of February. On his return he 
stated that he had been to New York, 
On the night af March 15, 1865, about 
12 or 12:30 o'clock, O' Laughlin and my- 
self were about leaving Rullman’s 
Hotel, on our way to our room, when 
Booth sent a messenger (Herold,) who 
at. that time was unknown to me, re- 
questing us to accompany Herold to 
Gotler’s eating saloon. (Herold, I 
learned from O’ Laughlin, had been in- 
troduced to him that day by Booth 
during their buggy ride.) 

We accordingly went up and were 
ushered tnto the room, where, seated 
around a table, were Booth, Surratt, 
‘Atzerodt, alias Port Tobacco, and 
Payne, alias Mosby, all of whom, with 
the exception of Booth and Surratt, I 
had never,seen nor heard of before, 
We were then formally introduced, 
Ovsters, liquors and cigars were ob- 
tained. Booth then remarked that 
those gathered were the parties en- 


gaged to assist in the abduction of the 


President. The plan of abducting him 
from the theater was then introduced, 
and discoursed upon, Booth saying that 
if it could not be done from the lower 
box it could from the upper one. 
THE PARTS ALLOTTED. 

He set forth the part he wished each 
one to perform. He any Payne, alias 
Mosby, were to seize the President in 
the box, O’Laughlin and Herold to put 
out the gas; I was to jump upon the 
stage and assist them as he was low- 
ered down from the box, and Surratt 
and Atzerodt, alias Port Tobacco, were 
to be on the other side of the Eastern 
Branch bridge to act as pilots and to 
assist in conveying him to the boats 
which had been purchased by Booth, 
Booth said everything was in readiness, 
The gist of the conversation during 
the meeting was as to whether it could 
or could not be accomplished in the 
manner proposed. After listening to 
Booth and the others firmly - 
tested and objected to the whole 
scheme, and told them of its utter im- 
practicability. I stated that prisoners 
were being exchanged, and that the ob- 
ject of the abduction had been accom- 
plished; that patriotism was the motive 
that . prompted me in toining the 
scheme, not ambition, and that I 


wanted a shadow of a chance for my 


life, and that 1 intended having it. | 
Then an angry discussion arose be- 
tween Booth and myself, in which he 
threatened to shoot me, I told him 
that two could play at that game, and 
before them al! expressed my firm de- 
terminatign to‘have nothing more to do 
with it after that week. About 56 
o'clock in the morning the meeting 
broke up, and O’Laughlin and myself 
went to our room at Mrs. Van Tynes. 
The next day, as I was standing in 
front af Ruliman’s Hotel, Pénnslyvania 
avenue, in company with O’Laughiin, 
Booth came riding by on horseback 
and stopped and calied O’Laughlin, He 
conversed with him a short time, and 
then O’Laughlin returned, saying that 
Booth wanted to see me. I went to the 
curb and met him. Booth apologized 
to me for the words he had used at 
the meeting, remarking that he thought 
that I must have been drunk in making 
the objections that I did in reference 
to his proposed plan of carrying out 
the abduction. I told’ him no—drunken- 
ness was on him and his garty’s part; 
that I was never more sober in my life, 
and that what I said the night before 
I meant, and that the week would end 
my connection with the affair. 
ANOTHER PLAN HATCHED. 

On March 17, 1865, about 2 o'clock 
Booth and Herold met O’Laughlin and 
inyself. Booth stated that he was told 
that the President was going to attend 
a thearical performance out on Seventh 
street, at a goldiers’ encampment, or 
hospital, at the outer edge of the city. 
Booth had previously sent a small 
black box containing two carbines, a 
monkey wrench, ammunition, and four 
pieces.of rope, by the porter of the 
National Hotel to our room at Mrs, 
Van Tynes. Not wishing it to remain 
in our room, O’Laughiin eent the box 
to an acquaintance of his in Wash- 
ington, This box was sent to our room 
in the early part of March, 1865, I 
think, and was removed in about a 
week or ten days. ; 

After Booth and Herold met 
O'Laughlin and myself and made ar- 
rangements to go out to the perform- 
ance on Seventh street, Booth, Herold 
and O’Laughifm went for the box con- 
taining the two carbines, etc. The un- 
derstanding was that Herold was to 
take the box with Booth's horse and 
buggy to either Surrattsville, or T. B., 
and there meet us, in case the abduc- 
tion was successful. This was the last 
time I saw Herold until our trial. 

Laughlin returned, and we took our 
dinner at the Franklin Hotel, as usual, 
After dinner we met Booth and accom- 
panied him to the livery stable near 
the Patent Office, at which place 
Booth obtained horses for us, O’Laugh- 
lin and I then rode to our room on D 
street, and made ail our necessary ar- 
rangerments, each arming  himeelf. 
O’Laughlin and I then rode out to

We stopped at a restaurant at the 
foot of the hill

CONSPIRACY ABANDONED. 


About 8 o'clock I met Booth and 
Surratt near the stable. This was the 
last time I ever saw Surratt, and I 
never saw Payne after we parted in 
our ride into the city until the day 
of our trial. O’Laughlin and I left 
Washington on March 20 and-went to 
Baltimore. Booth went to New York,

y father told me that if I woul 

apply to J. W. Wharton for omoer 
ment I might obtain it, as Wharton 
was looking for a clerk the last time 
he came up from Old Point, Comfort, 
Va., to Baltimore. I went to my broth- 
ers home at Hookstown, Baltimore 
county, and I returned March 25 to 
Baltimore. I was informed at my 
father’s that Booth had called to see 
me, and left a card requesting me to 
call upon him at Barnum’s Ho- 
tel. I found a letter there, also. from 
him for me, in which he stated he de- 
sired to give it another trial the week 
following, ‘and, if unsuccessful, to 
abandon it forever. The letter found 
in Booth’s trunk was in answer to this 
letter, which I innocently wrote to 
prevent his undertaking it. 

On the same day, March 27, 1865, I 
applied to J. W. Wharton at Old Point 
Comfort for employment and received 
a favorable answer to my application 
on March 31, 1865. O’Laughlin came to 
my father’s, to which place I had re- 
turned from my brother's, and request- 
ed me to accompany him to Washing- 
ton to see Booth, for the purpose of 
obtaining $500, which Booth had-bor- 
rowed from him. I went with him that 
morning, and returned with him in 
the early afternoon train of the same 
day. At the depot at Washington we 
accidentally met Atzerodt. We drank 
together and then parted from him. 
I never saw him from the lith of 
March until then, and never afterward 
until our trial. 

SURRATT IN RICHMOND. 

We saw Booth. During our conver- 
sation he told us that the President 
Was not in Washington. He also said 
that Surratt had gone to Richmond, 
as he had understood through Weich- 
man that a Mrs. Slator had arrived 
from Canada with dispatches, and 
that the party who had been in the 
habit of ferrying persons across the 
river had been arrested by the gov- 
ernment, in consequence of which Sur- 
ratt offered his services to accom- 
pany her to Richmond. I asked if he 
had received my letter of the 27th, 
and he replied that he had not. 
asked him, when the letter Was. re- 
ceived, to destroy it. He told me he 
would, 

This interview on March 31 took 
place in his room at the National Ho- 
tel, Booth, O’Laughiin and myseif be- 
ing present. In this conversation Booth 
stated that che enterprise was aban- 
doned.

I had. He told me to keep them, te 
sell them, or do anything I desirej 
with them. We left him at his room 


afternoon, and after that time I never 
received either a letter from nim or 
any other communication, nor he from 
me; neither have I seen him since. 

We returned to Baltimore in the 
early afternoon train. I parted with 
O'Laughiin and went to my father’s. 
I there found a letter from Wharton, 
in which he gave me employment. The 
next morning I ‘went to my broth- 
er’s at Hookstown, packed up my va- 
lise preparatory to going to Whar- 
ton’s. I then gave my brother a re- 
volver and knife. One revolver I car« 
ried with me. My brother drove me 
to the city, and I took the boat that 
evening for Old Point and commenced 
clerking for Mr. Wharton on my ar- 
rival there, which was April 2, 1865. 
This ended my connection with the 
conspiracy, and I heard nothing fur- 
ther from it nor from any of the par- 
ties connected therewith. I knew noth- 
inig about the assassination until the 
news reached Fort Monroe, Va., by 
telegraph, about 12 o’clock on the 
morning of the 15th of April, 1865. 

PLACED UNDER ARREST. 

I was arrested at- Mr. Wharton's 
store, Old Point Comfort, Va., on the 
morning of April 17, 1866. The as- 
sassination of President Lincoln was 
never mentioned or even hinted at in 
my pwesence by Booth or any other 


person.

Gratifying Progress.

trees had all been sprayed for scale. 
Covina is well provided with shade 
trees, and the task of cleaning them 
was not a small one. It is quite a 
burden upon a community to maintain 
pepper trees in proper condition, Glen- 
dora having the largest nuinber of 
any town in this end of the State to 
provide for. Some time the menace 
_ will prove greater than the orchardists 
are willing to bear in many places, 
where this beautiful tree predominates, 
and then will come the contest between 
sentiment and business interest. if 
eyery place would follow Covina's 
plan, however, there would be no com- 
plaint, but most localities seem to 
think they may have scaly roadside 
trees and clean orchards at the same 
‘time. He who maketh one scale cease 
_to where one grew before upon 
the roadside trees, is a public benefac- 
tor, especially if it is the last scale. 


That Sierra Madre Meeting. , 
The fruit growers of Sierra, Madre 
met a few evenings ago, and adopted 
the following resolution, which  non- 
resident property owners should make 
a note of: “Resolved, that, in view 
of the great increase of red scale dur- 
ing the last two months, the hort!- 
cultural inspector of district le 
requested to make an inspection of 
all neglected lots and orchards. not 
systematically fumjgatedy and to take 
such steps as are needful to prevent 
the further spredd@ Of the In- 
asmuch as this scale is‘ found in al- 
most every section, from Riverside to 
Santa Barbara, the question of its 
control is of interest in general. It 
is noticeable that in all localities where 
fumigation is persistently practiced 
there is no red scale. _I know one 
‘district that turne out about 2500 car- 
loads of citrus fruits every season, 
where there is not a known case of red 
scale infection. Formerly this district 
had a number of orchards badly in- 
fected.

Those who have been satiated with 
these beautiful winter sights of green 
so long are amused at the ecstatic con- 
dition of the ever-green tourist, who 
sees' them for the first time, but we 
take his compliments to nature as a

and entourage him to lavish his best 
store of expletives. Even the farming 
lands this season are lending to the 
charm of rural travel, for early seed- 
ing has been possible through the 
precipitation of three early rainstorms. 
But the words of a native cannot do 
justice to scenes which tax the im- 
pressionable easterner fresh from the 
frozen clods of the cold side of the Con- 
tinent.

Secretary Wilson's Report. 

‘To tens of thousands of agriciuturists 
the issuance of the annual report of the 
Secretary of Agriculture together with 
the other matter that forms the Year 
Book; is an event of no mean import- 
ance. I have just received the report, 
issued under date of November 29 and 
will tell the readers of The Times what 
may be expected when the annual for 
1902 ig ready for distribution, next sum- 
mer. The topics of special interest to 
the farmer treated of in the report are: 
the exploration of the world for new, 
valuable plants; expegiments in wire- 
less telegraphy: inspection and quaran- 
tine of imported animals; farm man- 
agement, a new line of departmental 
activity; extension of exports of fruit 
and vegetables; introduction of better 
varieties of wheat; experiments in tea 
gardening; growth of work in forestry; 
systematic forestry study in eleven 
| different States; great progress in soil 
survey: investigations of alkali lands 
ai Salt Lake and Frenso; harmful and 
beneficial insects; protection of Cali- 
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begin the systematic study of the cod- 
sing moth in one of the large apple 
districts of the State. A prominent 
authority in one of the northern fruit 
centers says the apple growers have 
not succeeded in controlling this pest, | 
the present crop showing up very | 
badly infested with worms. An appeal 
had been made for help, and the au- 
thorities had consented to meke the 
investigation. One year ago the hor- 
tioultural office of Los Angelés county 
began the collection of data upon the 
treatment of apple diseases and _ in- 
fection. The work was placed _ in 
charge of the Long Beach inspector, 
who has just presented his report, as- 
sisted by the members of the Apple) 
Growers’ Association, in securing ma- 
terial for the report. Arrangements 
are under way for the publication of 
this report in bulletin form in time for 
‘distribution before the apple-growing. 
season begins. It is hoped the ar- 
rangements may be .matured. 

In view of the fact that the northern 
men attribute the pest of the worm al- 
together to the codling moth, it may 
be suggested to the northern growers 
that there may be other insects far 
more destructive to the apple than the 
codling moth, and for the benefit of 
the industry at large I submit the ob- 
servations of the writer of the coming 
reporf, hoping the university authori- 
ties may succeed in classifying one of 
chese apple pésts, whose history is lit- 
tle known. From 600 apples of the 
present crop carefully graded and each 
apple inspected, were perfectly 
sound and 247 more or less damaged 
by insects or fungus, the damaged 
fruit classing either seconds or culls. 
Of the 247 damaged fruits, 78 were in- 
jured by the codling moth, 9 by the 
“stem-ender’—an insect but little un- 
derstood—the balance injuréd by 
puncture, leaf roller or fungus. From 
this it appears that the codling moth 
is responsible for only 314% per cent. of 
the damage inflicted upon the apple 
crop of Los Angeles county. 

The above item is one of many inter- | 
esting—points brought out by the field 
observations recorded in this valuable 
report, and I hope enough interest will 
be. manifested in the document to se- 
eure its publication and distribution 
among the apple growers of the State. 
Every paragraph has been written by 
one who has drawn his data from per- 
sonal inspection, or from that of prac- 
tical apple growers in the different 
sections of the county devoted to the 
apple. If it shall appear that the de- 
ductions regarding the codling moth 
may be applied generally to the or-. 
chards of this section, then may fol- 
low a new line of procedure against 
the insect infection that is so preva- 
lent in this kind of fruit throughout 
the Sduth. These investigations will 
be continued throughout the coming 
season. 


Impure Alfalfa Seed. 


In the examination of three or four 
samples of alfalfa seed for a San Ja- 
cinto farmer, 1 find only one of them 
free from dodder (love vine.) This is 
the only fatal impurity that alfalfa 
seed contains—the only one that ren- 
ders the seed worthless. The dodders 
are yery common in the eastern lo- 
calities where alfalfa seed is produced 
commercially, and occur in a major- 
ity of the samples usually exposed for 
sale. Under a good microscope dodder 
seeds appear dull or roughened, and 
some of the individual seeds distinctly 
scruffy. The majority are colored red- 
dish yellow, some of them brown end 
others greenish—all of the same variety 
of dodder and perhaps from the same 
plant. In size they ate almost micro- 
scopic, about one-twenty-fourth of an 
inch in length, spherical and slightly 
flattened. The embryo is coiled like a 
watch spring or the germ of a Rus- 
sian thistle. 

Locally, perhaps, the Los Angeles 
seedsmen have as pure alfalfa seed as 
the market affords, selling now at about 
14 cents per pound in quantities. As 
it is the season when farmers are look- 
ing up the fleld-seed question, those 
who are expecting to plant alfalfa 
should secure *samples from the sacks 
from which they expect to buy, and 
either have them examined under a 
microscope or run through a fine sieve 
and the escaping seed examined. From 
the aboveitappears the sieve should 
have twenty meshes to the inch, as that 
would hold all the alfaifa seeds (about 
one-twelfth of an inch in length,) and 
let the dodder escape. Every alfalfa 
grower should have a sieve with twenty 
meshes to the isch. If opportunity does 
not occur for sifting or minute ex- 
amination, apply the color test. Good 
alfalfa seeds are uniformly yellow- 
ish-green in color. Aduiterant seeds or 
noxious seeds grown with the clover 
are usually dark brown. Red clover 
cannot be determined in bulk by the 
colar, as the’ variation is most rotice- 
able. Alfalfa seed is sometimes adul- 
terated, but very seldom, as the mix- 
ing process would be perhaps more ex- 
pensive than the profits, even at 14 
cents a pound. The impurities usualTy 
noticed are from the fou! fields from 
which commercial seed is usually se- 
cured. Experienced farmers tell me, 
however. that it is nearly impossible to 
produce absolttely clean seed. or uni- 
form-looking seed, as the, best-cleaned 
samples usually contain broken pods 
from the clover stalk, unevenly shaped 
seed and occasionally a variation from 
the typical tn color. While all forms of 
impurity should be excluded, it is some- 
what reassuring to know that but few 
noxious weeds can withstand the con- 
stant cutting of the California alfalfa 
field. Two of these are very destructive 
here—Russian thistle and dodder. Ex- 
clude them from your fields at all haz- 
ards.

‘THE POULTRY YARD. 
The Sex of Eggs. 


An English poultry keeper, who has 
been working on this subject for sev- 
eral years, thinks he has at last dis- 
covered a way to insure a large pro- 


portion of either pullets or cockerels, 
as may be desired. He has given up 
all idea of being able to determine the 
sex by the shape of the egg, size of 
air cell, time of day it was laid, or 
any external characteristics. He now 
thinks the sex of the egg is deter- 
mined at the time of sexual contact 
and that there are two elements or 
forces which unite, a positive from the 
male and a negative from the female. 

Where the predominating force is 
positive, a male will result, and vice 
versa. To test this he mated in April 
a very vigorous cockerel with two 
hens, which had laid all winter, with 
the object of getting cockerels. The 
hens had worked hard for some months 
and the conclusion was that they must 
be more or less weakened by it. Thus 
was obtained a condition which 
pointed to a preponderance of the posi- 
tive element, and the result was about 
80 per cent. cockerels. | 

To further test this matter, six pul- 
lets, in the pink of eondition,. were 
put in a pen by themselves and every 
afternoon a two-year-old cock, which 
all the rest of the day was rurming 
with forty hens, was placed with them. 
This mating resulted in 80 per cent. of 
the chicks coming pullets. Similar 
matings have been practiced by Ameri- 
can breeders for some years, and they 
have been alle to obtain a large per 
cent. of pullets, or of cockerels, but 
not always as high as 80 per cent., as 
here mentioned.—[Farmer. 2 

__ THE NUT ORCHARD. 
Pecans are a Deluge. 
 Third-street, St. Louis, commission 
men, particularly those dealing exten- 
sively in pecans, are almost distracted 
over the turn of the market on this 
commodity. They, however, are tak- 
ing their medicine, according to the 
St. Louls Globe-Democrat, with good 
grace, realizing that the situation is 
the result.of their own maneuvers. 
Within the present month. November, 


the pecan market has beeh on the 
“toboggan.” In the face of this 
dilemma, carload lots of pecans are 


daily arriving in St. Louis, but what 
disposition will be made of them re- 
mains to be seen. Reports from pecan- 
growing sections in the West, particu- 
larly Texas, Louisiana, Indian Terri- 
toary, Oklahoma, Missouri and Iili- 
nois, seem to point to a bumper crop. 
In addition to ‘this, anywhere from 
140 to 150 carloads of pecans are to 
be shipped out of Mexico—something 
never before done—increasing the ag- 
gregate shipments to a high figure. 
It is said that the excitement of deal- 
ers is principally due to the fact -that 
some of them were over-anxious for 
supplies, and went into the markets 
early and secured options on crops at 


a high figure. At this time very few 
nuts matured. The prices shot up- 
ward, and many dealers econ- 


tracted for Jota at § cents per pound. 


Some dealers, who had a stéck on 
hand, saved over from last season, put 
this price on their nuts, and held out 
against small bids. The latest sales 
have been made on the basis of 5 
to 5% cents, f.0.b., common shipping 
point for West Texas grade nuts. It is 
stated that one dealer vesterday wds of- 
fered a large consignment at a figure 
less than 5% cents, but refused to ac- 
cept the offer. 

Nearty al) edible-nut dealers 
loaded with the commodity, and 
bers of them are said to be rejecting 
consignments wherever possible, 


many of them are trying to t re- 
leases from their contracts. The 
large buyers, confectioners a re- 


tailers, bave all withdrawn fram the 
market. and say that they. pro to 
await the crash, which will give them 
what they need at a price a cent or 
more less than the prevailing prices.

THE FARM. 

Gopher Poison. 

. The method or formula that have 
worked out, is as follows: One-half 
ounce of strychnine is added t one 
pint of hot vinegar—more, if the vine- 
gar is of poor grade—and aft the 
strychnine has all dissolved, the 


vinegar solution is mixed with three 
quarts of water. In this solution ten 
pounds of wheat are soaked for 
eighteen or twenty hours, by which 
time the solution will be entirely ab- 
sorbed by the grain. This wheat is 
then spread in the sun to dry.| Fre- 
quent and vigorous stirring is neces- 
sary while the wheat is soaking, in or- 
der that the grain may be uniformly 
saturated with the poison. If properly 
prepared, according to this formula, 
each grain of wheat will contain a 
fatal dose for one gopher. 

Next dissolve three pounds of sugar 
In one gallon of water, and boil down 
to one-half gallon. This gives a svcd. 
thick syrup. When cold, stir in one 
teaspoonful of oil of anise. When the 
poisoned wheat is dry, or neariy so, 
the syrup is poured over it, and: thor- 
oughly stirred, until each grain of 
wheat is more or less covered with a 
coating of the syrup. It is then thor- 
oughly dried. We now have a highly 
poisoned, sugar-coated, and from its 
agreeable odor, very attractive) proid- 
uct for the animals we wish do kill. A 
few grains, one-fourth to one-half 
teaspoonful, are buried near each bur- 
row, and in a day or two the. buz- 
zards, which will collect to dispose of 
_ dead, will be witnesses to the ef- 
ect. 7 
A word of caution, however, is prob- 
ably necessary, Wheat so poisoned is 
a dangerous preparation, and should 
be kept our of the reach of fowls and 
animals. It should be labeled polosn 
and put in some place where there is 
no possible danger of its being used for 
any other purpose than that for which 
it is intended. When using, it is ad- 
Visable to bury it to prevent the de- 


struction of useful birds.—[ Bulletin

Full Wheat Acreage Sown. 

Returns to Orange Judd mer at 
the end of November show a winter- 


wheat acreage sown this fall in the 
States east of the Rocky Mountains 
very little changed from the breadth 
seeded last fall, and about 10 per cent. 
larger than the acreage harvested this 
year. It is too early to get any defi- 
nite data as to proposed acreage on the 
Pacific Coast, as seeding in that -ter- 
ritory is only now under way, and the 
final breadth will depend. upon the 
character of the winter and early 
spring season. The season to date on 
the Coast has been reasonably favor- 
able and should winter rains be nor. 
mal there is every reason to believe 
that the acreage will be fully as large 
as last year. | 

In the winter-wheat belt east of the 
Rocky Mountains, the acreage reported 
as seeded in the fall of 1901 was 27,- 
004,000 acres, or the largest breadth on 
record. This acreage was reduced by 
winter killing to 25,000,000 acres har- 
vested, the greatest loss being-in Kan- 
sas, where as a result of overpasturing 
of fields the vitality of the plant was 
s0 reduced: as to render it unable to 
withstand the weather vicissitudes of 
a somewhat trying spring. Current 
returns from Orange Judd Farmer's 
county correspondents, giving a pre- 
liminary estimate of acreage seeded 
this fall, makes an aggregate of 27,- 
516,900 acres for the crop of 1903, an 
increase of the breadth seeded last fall 
af 612.000 acres,.,or 19 per .cent. In

acres, or 10 per cent. 
Seeding was late this year, in some | 
districts intentionally delayed to avoid 
the fly, and elsewhere because of so 
much rainfall, as to seriously interfere 
with plowing and preparation of the 
seed bed. The character of the season 
resulted in the seeding of less wheat in 
portions of the Ohio Valley than was 
intended. In Michigan and Illinois, 
the breadth sown is less than was har- 
vested, and materially less than was 
seeded last fall. Tennessee reports 
233,000 acres less than last year’s sow. 
Ing, but there is reason to believe that 
part of this was made good after the 
date of the report. The greater part 
of the increase in seeding in compari- 
son with harvested area was naturally 
in Kansas, amounting to 2,000,000 acres, 
but not quite sufficient to bring the 
present breadth up to that sown 
this State a year ago. An interesti 
feature, but as yet of little importance. 
is a marked increase in the area of 
winter wheat seeded in Southern Min- 
nesota. 


An Abandoned Beet-sugar Factory. 

In 1865 the Germania Sugar Com- 
pany built a large factory at -Chats- 
worth, Ill., for the purpose of making 
sugar from beets, says the Bloomington 
Pantagraph. The capital of the com- 
pany was $50,000, which was all owned 
in Springfield, except $1000 held in 
Peoria. The enterprise was projected 
by a man named Jennet, a German, 
and after the company was organized, 
he was the manager. It proved un- 
successful on account of lack of water. 
One well bored on the premises 1200 
feet deep, costing $6000, afforded an in- 
sufficient supply to meet the require- 
ments of the business. It is believed 
that with plenty of water it would 
have proved a_ success. The beets 
yielded about § cent. of their 
weight in sugar. he factory was in 
operation about five years, when the 
machinery was taken out. The prop- 
erty fell into the hands of Jacob Bunn, 
who had it removed to Freeport, 
where he lost much money, trying 
again to make sugar from beets. Thy 
vacuum pan alone is said to have cost 
$6000 in Germany and:was a very fine 
piece of machinery. The total amount 
of money spent at Chatsworth on this 
experiment is said to have exceeded 
$175,000 and was a total loss. /ithough 
the capital stock was but $50,000, the 
men who financed it thought they had 
a fortune in their grasp and s0 con- 
stantly added to their original invest- 
| ment.—[Peoria Star. 


FORESTRY. 
Historic Droughts. 

Ten hundred and twenty-one B.C., 
there was a famine in the days of 
David, three years, year after year. 
(II Samuel, xxi, 1.) 

Nine hundred and ten eyars B.C., 
Menander describes a disastrous fam- 
ine throughout Judea. 

More than a year had passed with- 
out rain or dew. This was the same 
drought in. which Elijah was fed by 
the ravens, and when the brook Cher-. 
ith had become dry, increased the sup- 
ply of the widow's meal. 

Five hundred and eighty-eight years 
B.c., another famine occurred, and 
with it pestilence, which greatly re- 
duced the population and power of the 
nation, so that when the Babylonians 
besieged Jerusalem, the stronghold fell 
and the people were carried away into 
captivity. 

While the immediate reason for the 
fall of Jerusalem may have been on 
account of the wars and dissensions 
among the’ Jewish tribes; and while the 
idolatry of the rulers and populace is 
given in scripture as the occasion for 
their punishment, yet the real cause 
was the decline of agriculture through 
the loss of forest influence. impairing 
the stamnia of the inhabitants and re- 
sulting in national decadence. 

What is frequently considered. mir- 
aculous in the Almighty’s direction of 
affairs, is in reality His adoption of 
natural laws to achieve desired re- 
sults. 

The Persians coming into power, B. 
C. 444, Darius restored Jerusalem, and 
rebuilt the temple, but the country 
was overrun by various tribal bands, 
agricultural pursuits having been 
abandoned, and the Jews were ever 
after under foreign dominion.

“Mr. Beckett was 47 years old, and 
came to Orange county from Ontario,

in 1892. He served in this capacity for 
six years, and was then elected clerk on 
the Republican ticket. His term of 
four years yould have expired Janu- 
ary 1, and in the recent e:ection he was 
elected by a large majority to succeed 
himself. He has been president cf the 
Orange County Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company for a number of years, and 
in fraternai circles is prominently 
identified with the Odd Fellows and 
Masons. He is survived by a widow 
and five children, Irene, Clair, Sam- 
uel, Gladys and Athei.

REPORT OF CHIEF SHOWS GOOD 


YEAR’S WORK. 
| 


Recommends Larger Force and a New 
Central Station on Level Ground— 
Over Seventy-six Hundred Arrests 
Made, and Much Property Restored. 


Chief Elton yesterday filed with the 
City Clerk his report of the work per- 
formed by the police department for 
the year ended November 30. It is very 
voluminous and contains several new 
subjects which are of interest to all 
who wish for the city the best possi- 
bie police, protection. 

leferring to the additions made to 
the department during the past year 
the report states that the advance in 
pay and enlargement of the department 
have increased the efficiency of the 
force. Capable men seek appoint- 
ments as policemen and the present 
members. are better satisfied with their 
positions. 

“Notwithstanding the recent in- 
crease of our department by twenty. 
men, the force is still much smaller 
than many cities of our population 
have, and in numbers is still inade- 
quate to the work required of it, and 
we badly need at least twenty more 
men,” says the report. “Our city is 
growing so very rapidiv that the 
force adequate for the work one year 
is insufficient for the following year, 
and an increase of twenty mén per 
annum will not more than keep the 
police force proportioned to the popu- 
lation of the city, and work required 
of the department. 

A recommendation for the establish- 
ment of branch stations is repeated. 
One is particularily needed in the 
southwest, some parts of which are 
at feast four miles from Central Sta- 
tion, so remote that it is impossible 
to furnish adequate police protection. 
If a report of a crime is received from. 
that section the time required to send 
an officer there is such that the crim- 
inal has ample opportunity to escape. 

Various recommendations as to im- 
proving the condition of police head- 
quarters are made, among them be- 
ing the substitution of distillate for 
coal for heating the building; the 
placing of wire screens on the win- 
dows; the equipment of a steam tank 
in which the clothing of prisoners-can 


ing of laundry tubs in the jail te 
do away with the crude methods of 
washing the clothing at the sinks: the 
purchase of additional horses for pa- 
trol-wagon use; the repainting of the 
entire interior of the station. 

The notorious fact that the present 
Police Station is not properly designed 
for such a purpose is pointed out 
and various changes and improvements 
are recommended. It is suggested that 
the Police Station he surrendered to 
the water and health departments and 
that a new station be built on level 
ground. 

A bicycle squad of at least thirty- 
tive men is asked for, it being pointed 
out that patroimen on wheels in the 
residence sections can cover much 
more territory than men on horses. 
The purchase by the city of bicycles 
for the use of the squad is also rec- 
ommended. 

The adoption of an ordinance regu- 
lating the automobiles is 


maximum speed is. mentioned. 

One of the mosf important recom- 
mendations, from a police standpoint, is 
placing billiard and pool rooms under 
the direct control of the police de. 
partment and compelling suen places 
to he closed at the same hours as sa- 
loons. Billiard halls are frequented in 
some sections of the city by a tough 
class of: men, who, after they cannot 
loiter about the saloons, seek these 
places and spend the nights there. 
puch billiard rooms necome hotbeds of 
crime and give the police much trou- 
ble, says the report. 

in the year the police made 6996 ar- 
rests for crimes committed in this 
county, which, together with the ar- 
rest of 519 on suspicion, 31 insane per- 
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sons and 67 fugitives from justice from 
other counties and States, makes a 
total of 7613 arrests. Of the 6996 ar- 
rested for crimes committed in this 
county, 6054 were convicted, including 
137 for petty larceny and 9% for fel- 
onies, and 25 others charged with felo- 
nies have been held for trials in the 
Superior courts. The total of arrests 
oor 1901 was 5898; and for 1900, but 
3961. 

Lost and stolen property of the value 
of $34,382 was. recove the de- 
partment in the year. This does not 
include a large amount of property the 
police have possession of, notably the 
very valuable goods recently recovered 
from R. D. Jackson's house. 

The report of the patrol 
shows that 5082 calls were respo 
to in the year, 5749 miles traveled by 
the patrol wagon, as net 4182 
calls and 4877 miles the previous year. 

The report of the clerks shows that 
in the year 5110 Jurors were summoned, 
2734 witnesses subpoenaed; 9450 letters 
and telegrams received and answered, 
and 738 cases in which the bailiff acted 
as interpreter, saving the city $1107 in 
fees. 

The report of the jail department 
shows that 108,069 meals were required 
for the prisoners and lod 
they cost the city $4774.22, the 
ing and all of the other.work of the 
jail having been done By prisoners. 
These exhibits also show that 1400 
treatments were given patients in the 
Receiving Hospital by the police sur- 
geons, and that the prisoners on the 
chain gang did 13,057 days’ work oa 
the city streets. ; 

During the year the police collected 
and paid into the courts partial fines 
aggregating $5360 and the total 
fines and forfeited baiis collected in 
the police courts amounted to,$19,227, 
an increase of $3577 over last ye@r, and 
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A greater number of small] thefts_ 
were reported to the detectives y 
terday than any day in several w 
None of the losses are serious, but some 
annoying to the victims. 

The greatest loecs reported was that 
of Henry Worten, who’ stated that 
while he was asleep in a room at Ave- 
nue 21 and Darwin avenue his trousers, 
containing $60, disappeared. The gar- 
ment was recovered in the yard, but 
the money was missing.
